The Alberta Alliance jumps into provincial politics 


CHARGING THAT THE GOVERNMENT SUFFERS 
from “vision deficit,” a new provincial party 
is announcing its inception at Press 
Conference at the Hotel MacDonald today. 
The interim leader of the Alberta Alliance will be 
Randy Thorsteinson, former head of the the Social 
Credit party. Thorsteinson claims the party orga- 
nizers and supporters include current Canadian 
Alliance MPs, and promises to run a full slate of 
candidates in the next provincial elections. 

The Alliance would oppose increased spending 
and favour a system of direct democracy for party 
members. 

“(The Provincial Tories have] had 32 years to get 
it right, and I think if you look at the last five years, 
theyre drifting,” says Thorsteinson. “Once you see 
the draft of our constitution, the leaders report to 
the members of the party, not the other way 
around. A very bottom-to-top party.” 

Party organizers are touting a mid-August poll 
they commissioned that reveals 17.2 per cent of 
Albertans would vote for an Alliance party, mak- 

fficial opposition. The poll, conducted 

nc. polling, asked people to rate the 
image of the PC government — 79.2 per cent of a 
weighted sample of 1418 described the government 
as either “stuck in neutral” or “old and tired.” 

“It reveals as much about the government and 
current opposition as it does any 1 
JMCK pollster Faron Ellis. “What i 
majority of Albertans are receptive to the idea of a 
new party.

“first birthday” of September 11 
on Wednesday will assuredly 
drive the sane and psychedelic out 
of the forest like an army of 
meerkats. Now that a year’s gone 
by, there are those who will 
forevermore firmly believe that 
everyone from George Bush to 
Israel to the Klingon ‘High 
Command was behind the attacks 
on NYC and the Pentagon — plus 
hijacking that other plane no one 
ever talks about — depending on 
who you think had the most to 
gain. 

But while there was clearly pre- 
meditation involved from whoever, 
you should probably best remem- 
ber the Fall of the Twin Towers as 
a historical act of passion, impos- 
sible to punish because, of course, 
the only certain culprits went up in 
a flaming ball of hell that would 
later inspire Bruce Springsteen to 
base a three-and-a-half-star come- 
back album on.

RALPH NADER, CONSUMER 
advocate, corporate watchdog and 
ex-White-House hopeful, is com- 
ing to Alberta. 

Today many people know him 
as the Green Party presidential 
candidate who captured three per 
cent of the vote in the 2000 U.S. 
election, and as many bitter liber- 
als point out, split the vote on the 
left, effectively allowing George 
Bush to steal the election. 

Nader, in a phone interview 
with SEE, brushes off the criticism 
he’s recently received from pro- 
gressives who hold him responsi- 
ble for Bush’s election. 

“J don’t think they're progres- 
sives. Everyone has a right to run 
for office. If they don’t believe 
that, then they’re not progressive. 
They just believe in a two-party 
duopoly.” 

He says he’s taken much heat 
from the left because liberals in 
the States were so obsessed with 
preventing Bush from entering 
office that they strategically voted 
for a party that was only slightly 
better. 

“That's what I call ‘least worst’ 
voting. Then, of course, every four 
years the votes get worse in our 
country.

While the book 
wasn't a big seller, 
General Motors 
feared that the 
book’s poster child 
of shoddy safety 
standards, their 
Corvair, would gen- 
erate many lawsuits. 
GM hired detectives 
to follow Nader and 
dig up dirt in an 
effort to discredit 
him. “Get something 
on this guy ... Get 
him out of our hair ... 
Shut him up,” GM 
told a private detec- 
tive. 

Unfortunately for 
GM, there was no 
dirt to be found. 
Nader was, and still 
is, a notoriously pri- 
vate man who has 
essentially forsaken 
social and family life 
in exchange for an 
unblinking life dedi- 
cated to policy debate and con- 
sumer activism. Even when call 
girls were hired to seduce Nader 
in a grocery store, he refused to 
take the bait. In the end, GM was 
found to have invaded Nader's 
privacy and was forced to pay a 
$425,000 settlement. 

GM unwittingly launched 
Nader's consumer activist move- 
ment. Using the money from the 
lawsuit, he started his first Public 
Interest Research Group (PIRG) in 
Washington. A full-blown celebri- 
ty, Nader used the lecture circuit 
to continue funding his activist 
projects. His citizen advocacy 
PIRG groups, which are financed 
by campus levies, have spread 
across all of North America. 
(University of Alberta students 
voted for their first PIRG group in 
a 2001 referendum.) 

Nader went on to found dozens

of organizations and iniliated 
some groundbreaking legislation, 
including the Freedom of 
Information Act and the Clean Air 
Act (1971). In 30 years of activism, 
Nader has fought against decep- 
tive labeling, unsafe cars, useless 
drugs, unsafe workplaces and 
price hikes on commodities — 

and he’s won. 


TAKING ON KYOTO 


Now Nader is coming to the 
University of Alberta’s Green and 
Gold Eco-Conference to speak 
about the environment. His visit 
couldn’t be more timely. The 
provincial government has thrust 
itself into the Kyoto debate this 
week, vowing to use legal action 
against its ratification. The Kyoto 
protocol, if ratified, would call for 
a reduction of one-fifth of the 


greenhouse gases, 
namely COs, that 
are thought to cause 
global warming. The 
province has 
promised @ public 
campaign to inform 
Albertans about its 
anti-Kyoto stance. In 
a press conference 
earlier this week, 
Ralph Klein said 
“People still don’t 
know what Kyoto 
means, other than 
it’s a city in Japan.” 
Alberta 
Environment 
Minister Lorne 
Taylor has said sign- 
ing the Kyoto agree- 
ment will only dam- 
age the economy 

“It's nonsense,” 
says Nader, 
“because meeting 
Kyoto is simply 
being more efficient 
in the use of energy 
The more modest 
advances can come 
without any increase 
in cost.” 

“The way to sell 
Kyoto, which 
Clinton never did, is you start 
with the pocketbook of the 
motorist. You say: if you like cars 
it will save you hundreds of dol- 
lars on gasoline, and if you buy 
these cars, you and your kids will 
breath less polluted air. Then you 
say another benefit is reducing 
greenhouse gases. You go from 
the local to the global.” 

Nader argues that the technolo- 
gy for reducing greenhouse gases 
is available, especially when it 
comes to automobiles, which 
cause almost a quarter of all 
greenhouse emissions. But he 
claims that the energy industry is 
reluctant to convert to efficient 
technology, because wasteful 
technologies are profitable. 

“The key is: what is primary? Is 
it the efficiency that benefits the 
consumer or is it the inefficiency 
that leads to greater sales by the 





gas-guzzling motor vehicle corpo- 
rations?” says Nader, dismissing 
the lack of initiative from western 


~ governments 


“They're under the influence of 
the extractive industries. Who do 
you think controls your parlia- 
ment? Who controls dear Mr. 
Klein? I mean, it’s the same as the 
U.S.: they listen to the oil industry, 
gas industry, the motor vehicle 
industry. The motorists are not 
organized, so the motorists are not 
reflected by heavy-duty lobbyists 
here.” 

The U.S. withdrew from the 
Kyoto Accord because they feared 
it would damage the economy 
Nader disagrees with Bush’s 
appraisal of the Accord as being 
“fatally flawed,” but he thinks it 
doesn’t go far enough to reduce 
the threat of global warming. 
While he may have a reputation 
for being a regulation wonk, he is 
a true capitalist. Hence his disdain 
for any subsidies for big business 
or what he would call “corporate 
charity.” 

“Kyoto is not an ideal treaty to 
begin with. It doesn’t do enough. 
And politically, you don’t let 
China and India off the hook. 
They should have the same effi- 
ciency [standards].” 

Despite resistance to Kyoto, 
Nader believes that recent ecologi- 
cal changes have promoted con- 
cern about ruining the environ- 
ment. 

And while he’s been, fighting 
for things like fuel efficiency 
reform for decades, he’s never 
been discouraged, because the 
need for change builds slowly 
until it happens suddenly. 

“You never know when the tip- 
ping point is. How many people 
knew 20 years ago that we'd be 
collaborating with the Russians 
and dismantling their weapons? 
How many people 20 years ago 
knew that you wouldn’t have to 
go into a restaurant and imbibe 
secondhand smoke? 

“You have to keep pressing and 
pressing all of the time. Then 
something will break.”

Of consumers polled whose 
downloading increased during the 
last six months, 41 per cent reported 
buying less music, 19 per cent 
reported buying more. Among con- 
sumers whose downloading was 
steady during the last six months, 25 
per cent said they bought less music, 
13 per cent bought more. It was also 
reported that 35 per cent said they 
go straight to an Internet file-sharing 
site whenever they hear an unfamil- 
iar artist they like; only 10 per cent 
reported that they immediately buy 
the artist’s album.

| GUESS WE CAN ALL BREATHE A BIG 
sigh of relief: Rolling Stone (the rag, 
formerly known as a rock maga- 
zine) screams in its latest headline 
“Rock comes alive”... again (this 
time courtesy of Oz’s the Vines). 

Of course, this is old news, what 
with everyone from Time to the 
New Music hyping the rise of the 
new garage sound (White Stripes, 
Hives, the Strokes, etc.). Hell, even 
Courtney Love’s purportedly get- 
ting in on the act. 

But true believers (i.e., everyone 
over the age of 12) don’t need 
these reassurances about the state 
of three-chord dissonance. That 
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holds particularly true in these 
parts: Les Tabernacles have a new 
CD to plug, and their singer Rob 
Wright, who happens to moon- 
light as the booking agent for the 
New City Likwid Lounge, has 
scheduled a back-beat to beat back 
fall, with acts like the Soledad 
Bros., the Immortal Lee County 
Killers, the Von Zippers and the 
Dt's. 

Besides, to paraphrase the New 
Bomb Turks, having priorities that 
move at 45 revs, all of these bands 
share another common denomina- 
tor: they have all pressed wax on 
America’s mecca of hi-fi, low- 
brow sound, Estrus Records. 

Recently, SEE hooked up with 
one-third of each of the latter two 
groups: from Bellingham, Wash., 
Estrus’ founder, legendary Mono 
Man (as seen in Hype, the defini- 
tive Seattle “scene” rockumen- 
tary) and Dts’ guitarist Dave 
Crider; and from Calgary, Al (last 
name withheld upon request) 
fromthe Von Zippers, the notori- 
ously press-shy, fan-favourite 
(from Australia to Italy) power 
trio with whom the Dt’s will be 
playing. What follows is a discus- 
sion of the so-called garage esthet- 
ic, growing old and cranking up 
(the volume, that is). 


SNAP. CRACKLE. ROCK. 
THE QUESTION OF THE NEW 
GARAGE SOUND 

“| think the term ‘garage rock’ is 
a little bit like ‘new wave.’ But I 
don’t have a problem with it,” 
says Al when asked about the 
validity of the term GR, given its 
connotations as the new media 
buzz word, a catch-phrase for 
Nuggets-era anti-hippie cult 
anthems (the Sonics, Count Five, 
the Seeds, the Standells, etc.), and 
a convenient label liberally 
applied to pretty much any 
stripped-down, amped-up rock 
sub-genre occupied between the 
two. After cackling with sardonic 
glee when told of Al's reply, 
Crider puts things into the context 
of the Estrus approach. 
“When I started the label, my 


perception of what I thought 
garage rock was was totally differ- 
ent from a lot of people. It was a 
dirty word because of the paisley 
underground. The reaction was, 
okay [it’s] a bunch of people who 
want to be the Chocolate Watch 
Band, or bands trying to relive the 
past rather than take those influ- 
ences somewhere a little bit differ- 
ently. 

“It really comes down to what 
you make of it. If you like it, who 
the fuck cares what you call it. It’s 
rock and roll. It’s just easier for 
people to have sub-genres to 
pigeonhole things, because [the 
term] rock and roll is pretty broad. 
Some people might consider 
N’Syne rock and roll. | am not one 
of those people.” 


THE BUDGET APE SESSIONS 


Ostensibly, the reason for the 
Dt’s sojourn north is to record at 
southern Alberta's fabled (okay, 
okay that’s stretching it a bit) 
basement studio, Budget Ape, in 
Calgary where mix master Al has 
perfected the art of punishing 
mixes to the point of high art. 
Although he modestly says the 
reason Crider & Co. are coming, 
north to record is “because it’s 
free,” he will concede that he’s 
developed a sound of his own, 
albeit one drawn straight from 
rock’s most primal sources. 

“T just pick whatever sounds 
best,” he says. “That in-the-red 
vocal that’s on most of ‘em is 
straight from Little Richard. If you 
listen to any of his stuff, it’s done 
cheap and nasty. Technically 
speaking, it was probably done 
with great-sounding gear and 
then they just abused it to the 
point where it actually sounded 
good. 

“You take a good clean singing 
voice and put it over a barrage of 
shit and it sticks out like a sore 
thumb.” 

However, although the inten- 
tion on everyone's part is to log 
some quality Ape time, Crider 
identifies both parties’ hard-scrab- 
ble ways as a possible hurdle to 
laying down tracks. 

“We may end up just laying 
down,” he says. “I’ve always 
loved the sound [Al's] gotten out 
of Budget Ape. We went up there 
with the Mono Men a couple of 
times with plans to record, but Al 
passed out in the bathtub. It 
wasn’t just him — we were all

pretty fucked up. So we're hoping 
this time around we'll get some- 
thing on tape at least.” 


ANGRY OLD MEN 

“We're getting mean in our 
meaning,” says Al about the latest 
rough cuts from the Budget Ape 
sound system — Von Zippers 
tracks, from an up-and-coming 
album, featuring a 9/11-themed 
song (Incendiary) and a tune 
telling about their current state of 
mind, a cover of the Sub-Humans’ 
America Commits Suicide. 

Surely fans of previous titles 
like The Mighty Red Baron or Beer 

3arrel Stomp are likely to be struck 
by how much more aggressive 
and less .. 

“Pun?” offers Al, about the 
older but angrier VZ sound. 

“Yeah. Given time and circum- 
stances, we've got a lot to be 
angry about — being amongst this 
Alberta apathy. 

“| don’t know if [this attitude] 
was represented to any degree 
[before]. It was there but ... I don’t 
know how much more time we 
have to waste, put it that way. 

It’s a striking departure indeed 
for a guy who cites Paul Revere 
and the Raiders as his favourite 
group, as well as for a band 
renowned for their First World 
War schtick — most notably those 
pointy Prussian helmets. 

“Sure I’m down with Paul 
Revere,” he says. “I’m sure at one 
point those guys got pretty fuck- 
ing sick of wearing those stupid 
fucking tri-cornered hats and 
heavy long coats. I can’t imagine 
they'd be fun to play in. I’ve been 


fully electrocuted wearing [my] 
thing 

“I’ve a had a couple of people 
come up to me and say, 
‘Wheeerrre are the helmets? 
Wheeeree is the organ?’” he 
laughs. “I really hope they’re dis- 
appointed.” 

Similarly, Crider says that expe- 
rience too has taught him to re- 
evaluate his work 

There's no doubt about it. I 
don’t think I could have played 
the way I’m playing now even a 
few years ago; I’m just a better 
player. The main thing 
much the ability as being able to 
get into the mind frame to where 
you don’t care. It’s an easy thing 
to say, it’s a much 
being comfortable enough 
with who you are playing with to 
not give a fuck and just let things 
go where they go.” 

Who Cnder is playing with with 
such confidence exactly is drum- 
mer Phil Carter and vocalist Diana 
Young-Blanchard, the latter of 
whom he’s known since high 
school. Although the Dt’s have yet 
to commit any music to tape (let's 
hope they don’t imbibe too heavi- 
lv this time ‘round), Crider 
describes the Dt’s as lead-every- 
thing, late-’60s-Who attitude 
melded with heavy soul. In other 
words, a hard-rockin’ free-for-all. 

“There’s no fucking rules and 
no fucking bullshit,” he says

Group Therapy 


Rush rises from the ashes of tragedy 


RUSH 
Tuesday, September 10 
At the Skyreach Centre 


IT WOULD TAKE A GARGANTUAN 
quake to topple a Canadian musi- 
cal monolith like Rush, a band 
that has been building its own sin- 
gular momentum since 1973. 
However, during a 10-month 
stretch between '97 and '98, the 
ground almost shook hard 
enough; drummer Neil Peart lest 
his 19-year-old daughter to a car 
crash and his wife to cancer. 





“We shut everything down; we 
didn’t play for five years,” says 
guitarist Alex Lifeson. “For the 
longest time there was very little 
hope that we would ever work 
again.” 

During this difficult period, 
Rush — a band that has forever 
flown just under the radar of 
mainstream radio and television 
— withdrew itself from the 
periphery of the public eye and 
went in other directions. For 
instance, Lifeson occupied his 
time producing bands, writing

music for the television series 
Andromeda and helping out with 
his son’s electronica projects. 

However, despite the Peart’s 
personal tribulations, Rush didn’t 
collapse so readily. 

“Neil's recovery was very diffi- 
cult and very long,” says Lifeson, 
“But he met somebody and began 
to piece his life together.” 

Summarily, the next logical step 
in the healing process for Peart 
included working with his band 
again. Explains Lifeson, “Coming 
into work was a little difficult at 
first, because he had to feel com- 
fortable in that arena again. He 
hadn’t played his drums in four 
years. There was a lot at stake 
with this recording.” 

The result? Vapor Trails, a bold 
step forward from traditional 
Rush recordings. “It was a whole 
different approach to working 
together,” says Lifeson. “We made 
some decisions from the begin- 
ning not to use keyboards so there 
would be a more organic 
approach to the record. 

“We spent 14 months on this 
record, whereas in the past we 
would spend four or five months 
on a record. Having no deadline 
made a really big difference in 
how we worked and what we 
accepted as what was good and 
what wasn’t. 

“We've always had this luxury, 
but we've never done it like this,” 
he continues. “From now on I 
think we'll take more time making 
records. I think you need to give 
the music you're writing a chance 
to breathe and to grow. If there's 
any sense of something wrong 
about a song, that’s a pretty 
instinctive thing and you should 
pay attention to it. You can’t fix it 
in the mix.”

The album also became an indi- 
rect chronicle of Peart’s therapy, 
continuing thematically from the 
book he wrote about his mourn- 
ing, Ghost Rider: Travels on the 
Healing Road. 

“Geddy [Lee, vocals/ bass] and 
Neil work very closely together to 
make sure that lyrically there’s a 
sense of universal understanding 
and relation, whereas Neil’s com- 
ing from the first person when 
he’s writing about these things,” 
says Lifeson. “These are the most 
personal lyrics he’s ever written. 
They have to do with rising up

Director says time running out for CanFlick 


EDMONTONIAN DIRECTOR ANNE 
Wheeler has an extraordinarily 
diverse resumé. From comedy to 
drama, feature film to movie-of-the- 
week, she’s covered almost every 
angle during her 30 years in the film 
industry. Her new comedy Suddenly 
Naked is an atypical Canadian film. 
Filled with crackling wit and sharp 
dialogue, it’s a romantic comedy that 
centres around a 40-year-old female 
novelist who becomes involved with 
an aspiring writer 20 years her 
junior. The film was shot in only 23 
days ona low budget and after a 
year on the festival circuit is current- 
ly enjoying general release across 
Canada. 


Are you happy with the way 
Suddenly Naked turned out? 

Well yes, I'm very happy with it 
— though it didn’t cost very much 
money, I sure had the best crew. 
And it really turned out as a witty, 
quick-paced comedy that felt like it 
said something. But it also could be 
commercial, and | don’t think we've 
got much more time in this country 
to prove ourselves in terms of get- 
ting our movies to the public and 
having our public promote them for 
us. 

You don’t have much time? 

Yes. I think we have, in the last 15 
years, enjoyed a lot of government 
support, and I think that if we 


hadn’‘t, we wouldn't be making 
movies probably at all. But I think 
that if we don’t, in the next three or 
four years, somehow find our public 
and win our public over, that the 
government funding will end and 
there will be no more Canadian fea- 
tures. 

So do you think there might be 
changes in store for Canadian film? 
Suddenly Naked seemed quite 
unusual for Canada, being such a 
light romantic comedy. 

Most of the critics in this country 
seem to react with disdain to the 
movie and are very hard on it for 
that reason. And yet it seems to be 
what the public goes to see. And it’s 
a genre we can afford to make. A lot

of people ask me why we have, over 
the years, made such serious films 
Filmmakers on the average are a 
pretty serious-minded group. A lot 
of us have come from documentary 
and issue-oriented movies where 
your film is a means to an end, with 
an agenda. When we move into the 
feature film, that seriousness comes 
with us — and especially when 
you're taking government money, 
there's always the feeling that you 
should do something important 
with it. 

How has response been to 
Suddenly Naked? 

The audience has been responding 
terrifically. People write my website: 
lots say “I’m so glad somebody 
dragged me to this movie. I didn’t 
think I'd like it, but it was hilarious 
and I’m going back this weekend 
with two other people.” So the prob- 
lem is to get them into the theatres 
the first time, and then to get the 
word-of-mouth spread. The 
exhibitors are so easily panicked 
when they have a Canadian film in 
their theatres because they could put 
something else in there that for sure 
would be pulling in a packed house. 
So they’re taking a big risk, too. But 
we're begging them to leave it there 
long enough for the word of mouth 
to start to roll, because we know that 
it’s happening. 

What about the critics? Do you 
think response to the film has been 
split along gender lines? 

Oh I think it has. I think it’s clear 
right down the line, women have 
given it really high marks and the 
men have been mixed. And it seems 
that middle-aged men in particular

are not really enjoying it [laughs]. 
And I'll let everybody else analyse 
what that means — but it’s almost 
amusing. And some of the responses 
have been, like, over the top. | mean 
— hello — this is just kind of a witty, 
fun movie. I guess they don’t find 
the idea of older women and 
younger men a trend they want to 
continue. They don’t find that funny 
at all. 

How was working with Wendy 
Crewson and Joe Cobden? 

We had a woman who has proba- 
bly done more work than any other 
female actress in Canada, with 
tremendous grace and insights and 
great ideas.and huge energy. I think 
it was pretty intimidating for Joe in 
the beginning because he’d never 
actually done a movie before. But he 
had a certain confidence because 
he’d been a street performer every 
summer for six years. He’d gone out 


from the time he was 16 and gath- 
ered crowds and made them laugh 
and interacted with them so he had 
a certain ease with people. And she 
loved the script and was delighted 
that I had found him because he was 
so perfect for the role. It just didn’t 
seem to work with someone who 
wasn’t tall and quirky and had that 
sort of Walter Matthau sensibility. 

What genre do you prefer when 
you're choosing scripts? 

I'm pretty eclectic, obviously. 
Since Suddenly Naked I’ve done three 
projects, all of them quite dark. I 
guess I like all projects, whether they 
make you laugh or they make you 
cry. But I’m looking for another 
comedy for sure. | think comedy, in 
a way, is the most fun to do because 
basically I’m asking the actors to 
make me laugh. You can’t find better 
work than that.

Substance overcomes fits of implausibility

IT’S ALWAYS NICE TO SEE A SEXY 
middle-aged chick getting a little 
action from a hot young guy. It's 
also nice to see Canadian cinema 
that doesn’t take itself so freaking 
seriously. And goodness gracious, 
it’s a two-in-one super-special bar- 
gain: you get them together in 
director Anne Wheeler's latest 
romantic comedy, Suddenly Naked. 
Jackie York (Wendy Crewson) is 
a novelist collapsing under the 
weight of her complicated roman- 
tic history. Although she is in high 
demand both among publishers 
and among legions of young male 





fans, she’s surfing a bad bout of 
writer's block due to a relation- 
ship breakup that left her feeling 
used and betrayed. To save face, 
she is faking a love affair with an 
old friend named Lionel (Peter 
Coyote). Truthfully though, she’s 
far more interested in a mysteri- 
ous writer named Patrick (Joe 
Cobden) whom she has been men- 
toring via e-mail. She is charmed 
by his talent and wit and arranges 
a face-to-face rendezvous to deter- 
mine for certain whether he’s 
boyfriend material. Upon their 
meeting, however, she is unpleas- 
antly surprised to discover that 
he’s half her age, just 20 tantaliz- 
ing, too-young-for-comfort years 
old. Jackie wants to call the whole 
thing off, but Patrick doesn’t see a

problem and refuses to quietly 
bugger off and leave her to live 
her lying life in peace. 

The characters in Suddenly Naked 
are awfully appealing. They pos- 
sess a depth that’s lacking in the 
characters who limply inhabit 
most romantic comedies. The act- 
ing is engaging: both Crewson 
and newcomer Cobden handily

manage the task of making their 
intergenerational romance believ- 
able, Crewson is wonderful as the 
acerbic Jackie. She manages to be 
as likable during a vulnerable 
moment of drunken jealousy as 
when she’s witty, clever and com- 
pletely in control. 

The film contains a few brilliant- 
ly funny lines and whoo, mama, 
possibly the sexiest bathtub scene 
caught on film since Bull Durham. 

Unfortunately, certain elements 
of Suddenly Naked do lean lazily 
towards a mild cheesiness. 
Although the characters are credi- 
ble and well performed, certain 
aspects of their lives do stretch the 
limits. First of all, who is Jackie 
York, exactly? She’s like the secret 
lovechild of Jackie Collins and J.D. 
Salinger. Her most famous novel, 
Coming of Rage, seems, from all 
appearances, like mass market 
paperback trash, but has appar- 
ently garnered Ms. York a host of 
adoring, young male fans desper- 


ate to collect her autograph and 
become a notch on her well- 
scarred bedpost. Is this supposed 
to be a realistic portrait of the 
modern female novelist? 

And who the hell has as much 
fun writing as this woman does? 
Do all novelists eat bon bons 
while typing and laugh raucously 
to themselves when they hit upon 
exactly the right adjective? Holy 
moley, novel writing looks like 
fun, all glamorous and exciting 
and easy and shit. 

By the rather artificial climactic 
crisis, the film feels a lot more like 
a Jackie Collins product than it 
ought, but damn if it isn’t a good 
time all the same. It’s like the fruit 
salad at the end of a late-summer 
barbecue: light, sweet and kind of 
mushy. And face it, you're going 
to need something to get the 
burnt-sausage flavour of Vin 
Diesel and XXX out of your 
mouth, anyway.

Why has the 
genre been cheapened so? Listen, it’s 
a problem when this complaint 
comes from the biggest wuss ever. 

Fear Dot Com is an Internet anxiety 
story. The fact that no one’s really 
anxious about the ‘Net anymore 
means that it has a slightly outdated 
feeling about it. Great! 

The premise is this: people see 
something on the computer, start to 
hallucinate their greatest fear until 
their eyes bleed, then they die. Mike 
Reilly (Stephen Dorff) is the cop sent 
out to investigate, mostly because he

suspects that there is a connection to 
an old case of his. There’s a serial 
killer named “The Doctor” who 
abducts young women and tortures 
them until they beg to die, videoing 
them and posting it on the Internet 
The city epidemiologist, Terry 
Houston (Natascha McEihone), is 
called in and develops a Scully-type 
tender attachment to Reilly. 
Together, they discover that 
there’s something funny happening, 
at fear.com. Or more properly, fear 
dotcom dot com. “Promise me you 
won't look at the site!” they keep 
screaming at each other, and you 
know that they will. Oh, and they 
do. Hallucinating and sentenced to a 
complete hemorrhagic death, they 
stumble around for the killer. Jeez, 
who names their website “some- 


thingdotcom’? 

That's just one problem with this 
USA/ Luxembourg co-production. 
It's a ripoff of a Japanese horror 
movie, The Ring, which I've heard 
about for months. That one’s sup- 
posed to scare the pants off you, but 
this one’s about as scary as a Marilyn 
Manson video. Too much pretty, 
fake S/M imagery, not enough. emo- 
tional! content. “But it is very prettily 
shot, including the most exquisite 
bathtub-drowned-corpse shot you'll 
ever see. The film is so dark, all 
muddy with only tiny slivers of light 
so we can try to see what's lurking 
around. And do they ever know 
how to take advantage of the 
widescreen format! 

Directed by William Malone, the 
film reunites the team that made 
House on Haunted Hill, an equally 
slick yet silly number.

They’ve dyed 
Williams’ hair a kind of gingery 
beige, matching his complexion, 
his clothes, his fluorescently lit 
workplace and his plasticky tract 
apartment. The Yorkins, on the 
other hand, live in a lush, shiny, 
colour-saturated yuppie fantasy, 
complete with shiny silver 
Weimaraner dog. 

Who wouldn't prefer that life? 

Sy certainly would. You see, 
he’s been developing the Yorkins’ 
family photos for a dozen years, 
watching the couple's courtship, 
the birth of their son and the 
marking of every celebration with 
a snapshot or two.

If only he could be a 
part of those times. 

One might guess that he is infat- 
uated with pretty Nina Yorkin 
(Connie Nielsen).

In his fan- 
tasies he’s an uncle or big brother 
rather than the father figure. He 
imagines himself being allowed to 
hang out and watch TV as he 
waits, like a pet, for everyone to 
come home. He’s eager to please, 
waiting for someone’s approval. 

Son Jake feels sorry for Sy, send- 
ing Nina into an embarrassed flur- 
ry of justification and guilt. And 
that’s where the pathology lies. 
There is nothing really wrong 
with Sy; he’s perfectly nice. But he 
is also completely unlikable. He’s 
all empty inside, with all these 
crazy impulses and feelings that 
he doesn’t understand. It’s his 
ordinariness that is so sad. 

Sadly, his twisted little plans 
manage to work. His world order 
is preserved, and even the cops 
seem to sympathize in the end. 
What a situation this is. We're 
feeling the same guilt that Nina 
Yorkin feels. You just wish you 
could like him, find some com- 
mon ground. But no. He’s just 
slightly off. His passion for pho- 
tography should make him at 
least interestingly weird, but his 
commitments are misplaced. So 
he’s just weird. 

Williams does a bang-up job, 
basically playing a lobotomized 
Mork, all that mental chaos 
forcibly suppressed into a 
depressed little ball of internal- 
ized frustration at the imperfec- 
tions of the world.

A movie with Ving 


Snipes excludes self from boxers-on-ice flick

Starring Ving Rhames and 

Wesley Snipes

FOR SOME REASON, WESLEY SNIPES 
gets top billing in this movie. 
Hard to understand, cuz this is 
Ving Rhames’ film all the way 

The setup: Wesley Snipes is 
serving life for murder, and over 
the last 10 years he’s been prison 
boxing champ. Ving Rhames is 
the current Heavyweight Champ, 
newly jailed for rape. Big boxing 
match to ensue. Yeah! Look at 
those sparks fly! 

Except not the sparks you might 
be thinking. This kind of movie, 
you figure it’s going to be a clash 
of personalities, Wesley versus 
Ving, shivving it out in the pen, 
building a rivalry that culminates 
ina huge bloody box-out at the 
end 

But for some reason, Wesley 
(who was co-producer of the film) 
forgot to write himself into the 
film. After a brief tussle with Ving 
he gets tossed in solitary confine- 
ment, where he stays for most of 
the movie building medieval 
Japanese houses out of toothpicks. 
Clash of personalities? Uh, no. 
Instead, just one personality: Ving 
Rhames. 

We recall Ving Rhames getting 
his ass slammed and gettin’ 





medieval in Pulp Fiction. Things 
looked great for his career, but 
then Hollywood decided they 
liked Michael Clarke Duncan bet- 
ter as the Big Black Guy, and 
Duncan started getting all Ving’s 
roles. It’s a shame, cuz there’s 
something mean and raw in 
Ving’s acting that just ain’t there 
in the cuddly teddy-bear Duncan. 

Here, Ving is Iceman, a hulking, 
fuck-you-up bruiser sent to jail. 
We don’t get a lot of the typical 
prison-movie tropes: the rape in 
the shower, the nasty guards beat- 
ing on the prisoners. Reason: any- 
time anybody messes with Ving 
— wham! — they get pounded 
into the floor. He spends more 
time worrying about his career 
and the bills he’s gotta pay than 
working the prison social circles. 

In fact, the movie coasts along 
for quite a ways on Ving’s charis- 
ma before getting into gear. 
There’s even a scene about 
halfway through when Peter Falk, 
an aging boxing-enthusiast mafia 
don, yells at the plot: “Quit wast- 
ing time and set the fucking thing 
up!” 

Eventually Wesley shows up 
again, and there are a couple more 
blips in the story, and then it’s 
boxing time. The weird thing here, 
with all the non-interaction 
between Ving and Wesley, is that 
you go into the final fight not real- 
ly knowing who you're supposed 


Simulcra mania 


A new breed of Japanese horror flicks

CALL IT THE BABELFISH EFFECT. 
And consider it shorthand for 
understanding the current wave 
of Japanese horror films. Babelfish 
is the Internet institution that 
translates English to and froma 
variety of languages. But often, 
between re-renderings, meaning 
gets lost, changed, rearranged, 
and reborn with strange results. 
The same thing happens in the 
much heralded J-horror hybrids 
from the last few year$; like The 
Ring series, much of the work of 
Miike Takashi (Fudoli: The Next 
Generation, Audition, The Happiness 
of the Katakuris), and Uzumaki. 
Fledgling feature director and 
one-name-kinda-guy Higuchinsky 
has consumed the works of film- 






makers like Cronenberg, Lynch, 
Burton, Raimi, Friedkin, Argento, 
Von Trier, and Peter Jackson, par- 
tially digested them, washed them 
down with distinctly Japanese- 
flavoured anxieties about technol- 
ogy, puberty and sexuality, and 
then disgorged them into some- 
thing manic. Add his background 
as an award-winning music video 
director and you've got visuals 
ranging from flashy but meaning- 
less to subtle and unnerving to 
outright shocking. And this is all 
ina horror film where the mon- 
strosity comes in the twisted 
shape of the little ol’ spiral. 

In a nondescript Japanese town, 
swirls are opening some kind of 
doorway into a demonic place. 
The results: a normally kindly 
father ignores his family to spend 
hours filming a snail’s shell or 
making bizarre pottery, teens 
morph into snails, and a contor- 
tionist suicide fad develops. It's a 
swinging little berg where a 
Spirograph could cost you a 
king’s ransom and your sanity. 

Comparisons to Lynch’s sleepy- 
creepy little town in Blue Velvet 
are obvious, with similar guttural 
waxing and waning noises on the 
soundtrack making for a perfectly 
edgy experience. But instead of 
the evil welling up inside BV’s 
characters like Dennis Hopper's 
Frank Black, spirally speaking, it 
drills right on through the surface 
into the serene population, mak- 
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Ving Rhames 





to be rooting for. ] mean, I guess 
Wesley’s supposed to be the hero, 
but we've just spent 70 minutes 
watching Ving do his stuff, and 
he’s the guy we care about. Are 
we to watch dispassionately? Is 
this a dramatic fumble, or an 
unconventional twist? Not clear, 
but they sure do hit each other a 
lot. 

Walter Hill’s the director, and 
though it’s been a while since The 
Warriors or 48 Hours, he still 
knows how to keep things moving 
with fast cuts and blipped cap- 
tions and little tricks like that. 
There are a few bits that don’t 
really add up — clips from an 
interview with Ving’s maybe rape 
victim pop up and out with no 
real reason — but it never quite 
hits that level where it’s stupid or 
boring and you're looking at your 
watch. It’s about as filling as a soft 

taco from Taco Time after the 
movie. Which, if you think about 
it, is kinda filling. 


STEPHEN NOTLEY 


(Eriko Hatsune) and Shuichi (Fhi 
Fan) — two lifelong friends con- 
templating eloping. The two teens 
do what little they can to stop 
their friends and family from get- 
ting sucked into the spiral, but as 
the giant swirling cloud over the 
town’s lake indicates, they’re in 
way over their heads. The best 
they can hope for is survival and a 
way out —a simple but useful 
story to hang the horrors on. 

Uzumaki and the aforemen- 

tioned films divert your attention 
while getting under your skin not 
only because of the extreme juxta- 
position of the “real world” (very 
repressed and orderly Japanese 
society) with the chaos of the Id 
world, but also because of the 
director’s disregard for making all 
of the elements of the film sub- 
servient to the plot. 

The wildly varied pacing, grab 
bag of special effects, unexplained 
phenomena, overpowering sym- 
bolism, and unexplained images 
are products of the music video 
age, and here they work most of 
the time. These Japanese horror 
flicks, often more interested in 
expressing an overall feeling than 
getting the viewer from Point A to 
Point B as efficiently as possible, 
have a tendency to both obsess on 
things that look cool but are | 
meaningless and inspire a free- 
spirited energy that turns the 
expectations and clichés that kill _ 
most horror films par pon :

MOTLEY CRUE: THE DIRT 
CONFESSIONS OF THE WORLD'S 
MOST NOTORIOUS ROCK BAND 
By Motley Criie with Neil Strauss 
431 pp. (ReganBooks 


HEY, WANNA SEE A CAR WRECK? 
Sure! Who doesn’t enjoy gawking 
at the misfortune of others? And 
leave it to a band of notorious 
ne’er-do-wells like Métley Criie, 
by way of their biography, Motley 
Criie: The Dirt — Confessions of the 
World’s Most Notorious Rock Band, 
to provide us with the nefarious 
pleasure of observing a four-man 
wrecking ball in action. 

And what misfortune! This 
litany of sin, this catalog of 





depravity, this... this dictionary of 
decadence would make Caligula 
blush. Page after page after page, 
the band members confess — no, 
boast — about their rise to fame 
and all the stupid things they did 
en route to their very public and 
very inevitable end. 

What is most striking about the 
“confessions” is the individual 
and collective stupidity of Motley 
Criie’s members. These guys are, 
or were, S-T-double-oh-PID. Not 
just regular stupid. Not just uned- 


ucated stupid or consistently exer- 


cising poor judgment stupid, but 
fundamentally stupid in a way 
that is ugly and, as rendered by 
the pen of Neil Strauss, entertain- 


ing al the same time. 

Evidence? Tommy Lee’s 
description of Pamela Anderson, 
the first time he set eyes on her: 
“On ecstasy, Joan Rivers looks like 
Pamela Anderson. So imagine 
what Pamela Anderson looked 
like!” 

Singer Vince Neil’s description 
of a porn star he’d been dating 
‘Td never seen anyone look so 
beautiful and innocent while lying 
overdosed in a stretcher.” 

On second thought, stupid is 
perhaps an inaccurate description: 
addiction and peer pressure 
turned a group of very driven, 
down-on-their-luck kids into a 
group of very dangerous people. 
With incredible wealth, things 
went from bad to worse. At least 
kids who become hockey-star mil- 
lionaires have some smart coach- 
es, trainers and teammates around 
to reel them back in; in Métley 
Criie, everyone in the group and 
on the crew was the same.

The Criie admit to every bone- 
headed move they’ve ever made 
and in the process they take 
everyone else down with them by 
name (as if you didn’t already 
think that Ozzy is nuts, wait until 
you read about an ant-snorting, 
pee-licking incident). 

As a charming side note, 
Edmonton gets a little ink here 
too. The Crie used to play here 
from time to time during the early 
‘80s when they were a bar band 
And as a non-unionized mover of

The cost may seem steep at 
$2500, but Cheoros notes that get- 
ting hold of the equipment alone 
would be more than twice that 
amount 

Dramalab is primarily focussed 
on screenwriting in a dramatic 
context. Over the course of the fall 
and winter, a group of eight 
screenwriters will go through the 
basics of screenw1 iting and then 
collaborate on the creation of a 
feature-length script.” 

As a bonus, says Cheoros, 
“We've received some funding for 
that. The cost is quite low — regis- 
tration is $200.” It runs from late 
October through to April. 

The Video Noodle House runs 
from the end of January to May, 
with five-hour sessions on 
Saturdays. It walks through the 
basics of video work including 
camera, lighting and storytelling, 
Over the course of that class you 
actually create short projects and 
edit them yourself. So why is it a 
“noodle house”? “The people are 
not learning, a really rigorous 
approach,” says Cheoros, “but 
something that’s a lot more self- 
directed. Tim Folkman is one of 
the instructors and he’s terrific 
about inspiring people to create 
their own esthetic.” 

In addition to these three cours- 
es, FAVA offers a variety of half- 
day workshops throughout the 
year, focussing on technical skill, 
esthetics and professional issues.

So when Larry decided to retire 
and turn over the care and feeding 
of his bleary-eyed flock to new 
ownership, there was a certain 
amount of alarm in the communi- 
ty. Larry’s without Larry — was 
this not the apotheosis of a day 
without sunshine? The look of the 
place changed: the stained paint 
job, yellowed wall plaques and 
ersatz poster art gave way toa 
clean layer of white, a checker- 
board motif and some ‘50s memo- 
rabilia. Then the rumours began 
to circulate: at the newly dubbed 
B’s Diner, the prices had gone up 
and, without Larry’s gentle, gen- 
erous hand in the kitchen, the 
food just wasn’t as good anymore. 

Well, if Larry isn’t running the 
show these days, his spirit certain- 
ly still permeates B’s Diner and if 
there’s been any diminution of 
quality, B’s Biggie Breakfast still 
beats the pants off any restaurant- 
chain breakfast you'd care to put 
against it. And if you can drag 
your debauched ass to B’s before 
11 a.m.,a Larry-sized platter with 
two eggs, two pieces of buttery 
toast, a generous hank of bacon 
and a mound of hash browns can 
be had for just $3.75. 

Though I cleaved to my old 
stand-by (over easy, brown toast, 
garlic Tabasco), B’s now offers
